hath hir keies roo of no ſmall coſequence ; the

But rofinith this point, and to graunt them

die now effetually but you 2 Doubtlefs, asI 
haue heard ſome Diuinesreaſon,thatthey had 
rather be Publicans, than Fharifies, and do no 
good workes than grow proude or cenforious 
after their doving, whichisthe dangerouſeſt 
temptation that a man.can fall into, and which 
molt ſeparaterh from Chriſt : $0, ithad been 
better for theſe men, to haue keptfilence, e- 
uen from good words, than out ot theirJabors 
to haue growen into fuch a ſpirit, as cither to 
intrude into Gods rights by ouerwecning, or 
excluded vs as ynworthic by diſdain. 
Howbeit, becauſe they magnifie ſo their 
paines in preaching, and thinke they beare vs 
downe ſo mightilie that waic, wee will-end this 
point, if firſt we defire them,not tocenſure all 
ouer ſharpely that ſhall not ply the pulpitas 
they doo. For mineowne part, 7 fay with the 
holy Apoſtle, ve mibi nfs Enangelizanero,wo 
to me ynleſle I preach the Goſpell, and with 
Biſhop Jewel, ftantew me inuentat {briſtus £5 
predicantem, let Chriſt finde me inthe pulpit, 
ifit be his will, when hee comes to judgement.

uingto'God, vnconceiucable, vnſpeakable , 
then of expoſtulario neuer ſo little; then think 
what creditis tobe giuentotheſe exceprtours, 
or what weight their words ought in due to ca 
ry with them, whichcan find no place of enter- 
rainment inour minds,til Gods mercies be yn- 
derualued, our nations praiſe ſtained, and the 
very truth & euidence ot fo long proceedings 
{hamefully denicd.Asfor the affairs of State, 1 
ſhall ſpeake another time, 8&ſhew what reue- 
rence belongs vntorheny,the ark that may not 
bepricd into;the moiitain that a beaſt may not 
preſume to touch, the ſun that dazels curious 
beholders, the ſea that ſwallows profane vene 
turers, the waie ofan Eagle in theaire, and the 
waic of a Shippe inthe waters, whoſetraQe 
may not be eſpied nor enquired, but admired 
and adored afarre of , For cuen of themharh 
Godpronounced an O bomo, tu quis ez? and 
none may ſay ynto a king , Cur ic fac ? Why 
docſt 
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doeftrthou ſo? Ecelſeaſi. 8:4; orto the Princes, 
you are wninft; as Job hath it: L eaſt ofall they, 
that knovy nor fo \much asthe yvaic into the 
Citty, faics Sa/omon, but leeſethemſclues in 
ſeeking fortheir own Fathers houſe ; a houſe, 
yyhich, of all other houſes, might vyell be the 
moſt conſpicuous-ro them at this daie , the 
Church of God in their own Land. 

 Andhowthenzifthe Magiſtrate,ypon great 
co{iderations; ſhould aker his handin procee- 
ding againſt papiſts,as S. Paw/dothchange his

ovyne late ynnaturall proceedings, fpecial- 
lie illuſtrated vvith the Commentaries of our 
patience, cannotreade a LeAure to, ofa bet-- 
ter minde, themno bondage nor harde mea- 
ſure can cuer be thought able to ſuppreſse or 
reclaime,. 
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This I might faie in defence of the State, if 
it had been parriall, andrto this I mighralleage 
thatout of thepſalme.z '7/ «it bad been mine ene- 
mie 7 could bane borne it , but now my fellowe 65 
mine owne familiar friend, that watked,that tal- 
ked,es tooke [weete counſel tozerber, e%6.Could 
this be paſſedouer yvithouta checke? Neuer- 
theleſſe,the truth is, and experience ſheweth 
to them thathaue but half an cie, that the Pa- 
piſts (God be thanked) enioie no ſuch impu- 
nitic among vs, and luſtice hath notletfall the 
ballance, nor Cenſure yet put vp her (word, 
7ndeed they arenot taxed withthe ſame kinds 
of puniſhments, becauſe they are not capa 
ble of being ſo puniſhed asthoſeto whome 
more fauour hathbeenalwaies ſhewed, They 
arenot ſilenced; forthey ncuer had bin licen- 
ſed to preach among vs:they arenot depriued 
nor put beſidestheir benefices; for they yvere 
neuer ſuffered toenioic any.

This, I fay, and much 
more had thoughtto haue ſpoken, and pro-. 
ſecuted againſt the-wilfull Janguifherof our 
times,the cutter off of himſelf from the facred 
Miniſterie without cauſe; That ters his dates. 
conſume in vauitis, hit yeares and beauty in trou- 
ble: whoſe waters are turned into'bloud, ſorhat. 
no man may drinke of their riuers,, therr fraite 
Linen to the caterpilier, and | 
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the Graſhopper , their vines are deſtroyed mith 
haile-ſtones, and their Mulberie trees miththe 
froſt, Teathe fire confumeth theer young men,and 
their maidens are not given inmariage (Imagine 
you by the loſle of all their principall ſtudies 
and cudcuours) Nay laſtly, :heir Prief7s them- 
ſelues they are ſlaine, but not with the ſword, and 
there are no widowes (Or but one at the moſt) to 
make lamentation. For the wretchedneſle of 
the cauſe drowneth and baniſherhall thecom- 
paſlion ofthe caſc; .
